Included  in  this  Appendix  are  distribution  maps  of  the  major  species 
of  birds,  ticks  and  virus  strains  studied  during  the  Palearctic  Migratory 
Bird  Survey  (PMS) ,  as  well  as  lists  of  banded  birds  recovered  in  the  Near 
East.  The  bird  distribution  maps  (pages  1-137)  show  Egyptian  (star),  Cyprus 
(black  circle) ,  Israel  (square) ,  and  Lebanon  (open  circle)  recoveries .  The 
recovery  lists,  pages  157-220  should  be  consulted  for  details.  The  tick 
maps  (pages  138-148)  were  prepared  by  Dr.  Kaiser  on  the  basis  of  prelimi¬ 
nary  data  and  although  subject  to  later  revision  are  the  best  approximations 
of  distribution  currently  available.  The  virus  maps  (pages  149-156)  show 
only  the  locations  of  primary  isolations  of  the  various  strains .  Pages 
157-199  present  banding  details  of  Near  Eastern  (Egypt,  Cyprus,  Lebanon 
and  Israel)  birds  both  those  banded  in  the  area,  and  recovered  elsewhere, 
and  foreign  bands  recovered  in  the  Near  East.  The  recoveries  are  the  re¬ 
sult  of  PMS  activities  (pages  157-192) .  Additional  Cyprus  recoveries 
(pages  200-220)  were  previously  reported  in  the  Bulletin  of  the  Cyprus 
Ornithological  Society.  Most  of  these  recoveries  are  shown  on  the  bird  maps. 
Recovery  information  on  birds  banded  at  Azraq  by  the  British  Trust  for 
Ornithology  and  International  Jordan  Expedition  was  provided  by  Mr.  I.  J. 
Ferguson-Lees  (pages  221-222).  These  recoveries  are  not  included  on  the 
maps.  We  have  not  yet  received  banding  information  for  a  number  of  re¬ 
coveries  of  foreign  bands  found  in  Egypt  (pages  223-232) .  Many  of  these 
are  a  number  of  years  old  and,  in  particular,  we  have  had  some  difficulty 
getting  banding  information  from  the  U.S.S.R.

Mostly  resi¬ 
dent  and  breeding  in  northern  Egypt . 
After  breeding  may  wander  erratically. 
There  is  no  morphological  difference 
between  North  African  and  southwest 
Asian  birds  but  those  from  Pakistan 
east  are  a  different  subspecies.

West 
European  birds  cross  the  Mediterranean 
at  Gibraltar  and  spread  out  in  crossing 
the  Sahara  on  a  broad  front .

Variation  is  mostly  clinal  with 
European  and  western  Siberian  birds 
wintering  in  Africa.

Southern  European  and  southwest  Asian 
mountain  birds  are  difficult  to  dif¬ 
ferentiate  in  winter  plumage.  Both 
probably  occur  in  Eastern  Mediterranean 
and  Egypt . 

Habitat:  Alpine  meadows  and  tundra 
especially  near  streams,  occurring  at 
lower  altitudes  and  on  seacoast  in 
winter.  Other,  non-Mediterranean, 
subspecies  breed  on  seacoast  in  north¬ 
ern  Europe . 


This  highly  variable  species  breaks  up  into 
a  number  of  well  marked  subspecies  that  can  be 
identified  by  bands.  Isolated  individuals  of 
exotic  forms  may  be  "sports"  and  have  little 
significance  but  general  breeding  localities 
can  be  assigned  to  male  migrants.  The  follow¬ 
ing  subspecies  are  common  in  the  eastern 
Mediterranean  and  Egypt  on  passage:  flava 
(Southern  Scandanavia,  central  and  eastern 
Europe  and  Russia  to  the  Urals),  thunbergi 
(northern  Scandanavia),  and  feldegg  (southeast 
Europe,  Ukraine,  and  Near  East  to  Afghanistan). 
The  last  winters  sparingly  in  east  Africa 
and  more  commonly  in  India. 

Habitat:  Meadows,  moors,  tundra,  steppes, 
marshland  and  cultivated  fields  usually 
near  water.

Motaoilla  alba 


Variation  is  complex  with  a  number  of 
well  marked  geographic  subspecies, 
but  only  one  ( a.lba  breeds  continental 
Europe  to  Urals  and  Asia  Minor)  mi¬ 
grating  through  eastern  Mediterranean 
to  Africa. 


Habitat:  Highly  variable  open  country 
from  tundra  and  farmland  to  desert, 
often  near  water. 


Red-backed  Shrike  Lanius  oollurio 

Variation  is  clinal  with  all  but  ex¬ 
treme  eastern  subspecies  wintering 
in  Africa.  In  addition  to  northern 
and  western  Eurasian  birds (east  to 
Urals),  which  are  probably  commonest 
on  passage  in  the  eastern  Mediterran¬ 
ean,  Caucasian  and  Iranian  subspecies 
(kobytini)  have  been  recorded. 

Habitat:  Isolated  small  trees  and 

bushes  in  open  country  and  edges  of 
woods.  Occurs  in  plains  and  mountain 
under  mesic  to  near  desert  conditions

Variation  is  clinal  with  both  European 
and  Asiatic  birds  recorded  on  migration 
in  eastern  Mediterranean. 

Habitat:  Open  ground  with  scattered 
trees,  bushes  and  scrub,  olive  groves, 
gardens  and  edges  of  woods .

Two  groups  of  subspecies:  a  northern  one  of 
partly  migratory  subspecies  and  a  southern 
one  of  largely  resident  forms.

Monotypic,  with  no  geographic  variation. 

Habitat:  Bushes  along  streams  and  thick 
undergrowth  in  woods . 


Moustached  Warbler  Aerocephalus  melanopogon 


Variation  is  clinal  but  only  European 
subspecies,  melanopogon ,  winters  in  Africa. 


Habitat:  Extensive  reedbeds  and  lake  borders. 


Aaroaephalus  sohoenobaenus 


Also  breeds  sparingly  on  Lake  Eber,  Turkey. 
Monotypic,  with  no  geographic  variation. 

Habitat:  Osier  and  reedbeds,  heavy  marshy 
undergrowth  and  wet  cropland. 
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Great  Reed  Warbler  Aorocephalus  arundinaoeus 

Variation  is  clinal.  All  the  western  Eurasian 
populations,  including  that  of  Mesopotamia, 
winter  in  southern  Africa.  All  PMS  specimens 
have  been  western  subspecies  arundinaoeus. 
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Icterine  Warbler 


Hippolais  icterina 


Monotypic  with  no  variation,  but  replaced 
from  Spain,  France  and  northwestern  Africa 
to  Italy  by  the  closely  related  Melodious 
Warbler,  Hippolais  polyglotta. 

Habitat:  Gardens  with  trees  and  bushes, 
woods  with  undergrowth,  and  scrub  often 
in  damp  area? . 
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Olivaceous  Warbler 


Hippo lais  pallida 


Southeast  European  and  Asian  subspecies 
(elaeioa)  passes  through  Eastern  Med¬ 
iterranean  and  Egypt  on  migration; 
Egyptian  subspecies  (pallida)  also 
migrates  south. 

Habitat:  Small  trees  in  orchards,  olive, 
pine  and  oak  groves,  thickets  and  scrub, 
often  near  water. 
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Barred  Warbler  Sylvia  nisovia 

Variation  is  clinal  but  slight. 
Majority  of  birds  in  eastern  Med¬ 
iterranean  probably  come  from 
eastern  Europe  and  Russia.  Turk¬ 
estan  and  Mongolian  birds  winter¬ 
ing  in  Arabia  and  Kenya,  do  not 
apparently  enter  Egypt. 

Habitat:  Bushes,  thickets,  hedge¬ 
rows  and  scrub  and  undergrowth 
in  clearings  in  deciduous  or  mixed 
woods .

Sylvia  hortensis 


Variation  is  strongly  clinal  from  west  to 
east  with  four  well-marked  subpsecies. 
Only  that  breeding  from  Yugoslavia  and 
Cyrenaica  east  to  Transcaucasia  has  been 
recorded  on  passage  in  the  eastern  Med¬ 
iterranean  . 

Habitat:  Large  bushes  and  small  trees  in 
open  woods  with  undergrowth,  orchards, 
olive,  cork  and  oak  groves,  gardens  and 
high  maquis .

Sylvia  bovin 


Variation  is  clinal  but  slight  with 
eastern  and  western  extremes  recognized 
as  subspecies.

Habitat:  Deciduous  and  mixed  woodlands 
with  heavy  undergrowth,  also  hedgerows, 
shrubbery  and  bushes  in  gardens .

Sylvia  aurruaa 


Variation  is  highly  complex  and  still  needs 
further  work.  Only  European  birds  have  been 
identified  during  PMS  in  eastern  Mediterranean, 
but  Siberian,  and  southwest  Asian  birds,  have 
been  recorded  in  northeast  Africa  by  others. 

Habitat:  Similar  to  that  of  Whitethroat  but 
prefers  areas  with  more  trees  and  higher 
bushes . 
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Desert  Warbler  Sylvia  nana 

Different  subspecies  breed  west¬ 
ern  Sahara  and  central  Asia  with 
the  latter  reaching  northeast 
Africa  on  migration. 

Habitat:  Sparse  bushes  such  as 
acacia,  saxaul,  or  tamarisk  in 
sandy  or  rocky  desert,  semidesert, 
and  steppes . 
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Sardinian  Warbler  Sylvia  melanoaephala 

Variation  is  imperfectly  known  but  may  be 
highly  localized  in  the  Near  East.  At 
least  two  populations  have  been  recorded 
on  migration  in  the  eastern  Mediterranean- 
a  larger  darker  continental  form 
{me lanoaepha la )  and  a  smaller  paler  Near 
Eastern  form (momus) .  Mostly  resident  but 
some  migrate  to  Cyprus  and  Egypt  and 
occur  irregularly  in  northern  Iraq,  Sudan 
and  Aden . 

Habitat:  Low  scrub  thickets  and  bushes  in 
dry  areas . 
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Subalpine  Warbler 


Sylvia  cantillans 


Three  slightly  differentiated  subspecies: 
in  western  Europe  to  Italy  (cantillans) 
North  Africa  (inomata)  Balkans  to 
Turkey  (albistriata) .  Only  the  last 
occurs  in  eastern  Mediterranean  and 
migrates  through  Egypt. 

Habitat:  Similar  low  maquis  scrub  as 
that  of  Sardinian  Warbler  but  often  in 
less  arid  and  thicker  undergrowth  in  open 
woodland .

Fiaedula  hypoleuca 


Variation  is  clinal  with  the  extremes  re¬ 
cognizable.  Both  northern  European  and 
Siberian  subspecies  migrate  through  the 
eastern  Mediterranean. 

Habitat:  Open  oak  and  birch  forest  and  old 
woods  and  less  frequently  coniferous 
forest;  also  wooded  gardens,  orchards 
and  vil lages . 


Collared  Flycatcher  Ficedula  albiooll 


Monotypic  with  no  geographic  variation 
but  see  F.  semitovquata. 

Habitat:  Open  forest  and  old  woods  of 
oak,  birch,  and  mixed  conifers;  wooded 
gardens,  orchards,  and  villages. 
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Red-breasted  Flycatcher  Fiaedula  varva 

Individuals  of  the  F.uropean  population 
irregularly  pass  through  the  eastern 
Mediterranean.  Isolated  Himalayan 
population  may  be  a  separate  species 
(F,  gubvubva) . 

Habitat:  Undergrowth  in  mixed  woodland 
and  less  frequently  conifer  forest.

Habitat:  Stony  barren  wastes,  with  or 
without  scrub,  tundra,  steppes,  deserts, 
rocky  outcrops  in  forest,  pastureland 
from  sealevel  to  high  plateaus  and 
mountaintops . 


Pied  IVheatear  Oenanfhe  pteschanka 


Both  isolated  endemic  Cypriot  popula¬ 
tion  and  Eurasian  continental  birds 
occur  on  migration  in  Egypt. 

Habitat:  Stony  slopes  and  broken  ground 
with  sparse  vegetation  especially  in 
steppes  and  low  mountains;  also  in 
gardens,  cultivation,  dry  grassland 
and  very  open  woods .

Phoenicurus  ochruros 


European  birds  are  distinctly  different 
from  those  in  Asia  with  an  intermediate 
population  breeding  in  Asia  Minor. 
European  subspecies  (gihraltariensis ) 
and  occasionally  Iranian  and  Himalayan 
subspecies  (phoeninuroid.es )  have  been 
taken  in  Egypt;  neareastern  subspecies 
(semin.fus )  occurs  in  Cyprus  in  winter. 

Habitat:  Open  rocky  ground,  cliffs,  steep 
banks,  ruins,  gardens,  orchards,  vine¬ 
yards  and  even  in  cities  from  sealevel 
to  high  mountains.

Variation  is  clinal  with  two  well  marked 
subspecies, one  widespread  in  western  and 
northern  Eurasia  and  the  other  in  the 
Middle  East,  with  an  area  of  intergrada¬ 
tion  in  Turkey.  Both  subspecies  are 
found  in  the  eastern  Mediterranean  and 
Egypt  but  the  more  widespread  predominates.

Monotypic,  with  no  geographic  variation. 

Habitat:  Thick  undergrowth  in  damp 
deciduous  woods;  also  swampy  or  water- 
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Blackbird 


Tur-dus  merula 


Variation  is  clinal  with  several 
subspecies  recognized.  There  is  a 
considerable  influx  of  migrants 
presumably  from  the  northern  part 
of  the  range,  into  the  Mediter¬ 
ranean  in  winter  while  local  birds 
are  resident.  Birds  wintering  in 
Egypt  have  been  identified  as  be¬ 
longing  to  central  European  sub 
species  ( 'merula )  . 

Habitat:  Undergrowth  in  woods,  gardens 
and  scrub  from  sealevel  to  treeline.

Mostly  resident;  migrants  found  in 
Egypt  in  winter  are  presumably  from 
northern  parts  of  range.
